1. January minutes - approved 

2. Introductions 

Members and visitors introduced themselves. 

3. Ice report

boat ramp.

Bill reported a huge plume of snow entering the pond from the path. A 
snow blower was clearing the path and blowing the snow into the pond.

7. Update on Spy Pond RFQ and Water Bodies Fund 

Brad reported that there would be new managers for Spy Pond. He 
described the water bodies fund and how it has been used. Marisa asked if 
the fund is on the Town warrant, and Brad confirmed that it was. 

8. Recommendations from SePRO on Spy Pond 

On January 4"", SePRO visited and sent a report of their findings. They 
suggested applying the Sonar in late fall rather than in the spring. They 
have a new product that may be useful. 


9. Measuring Spy Pond 


Brad used a GPS reader to measure Spy Pond depths. The pond seemed to 
be deeper than previously reported.

A Great Horned owl was heard. Coyotes have been spotted on the pond.
